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Jobs in jeopardy with closure of site after 15 years 

FUNDING CRISIS 
HITS DAY CENTRE

A DAY centre for vulnerable 
elderly people is to close this 
week after bosses revealed it 
was ‘no longer financially via¬ 
ble 5 to run. 

The Apna Ghar day centre, in Pleck, 
provides day care services for up to 60 
elderly people each month. 

But the centre, 
which is open to people 
over 50 in the Walsall 
borough, will close to¬ 
morrow 15 years after 
opening. 

Operators Accord 
Housing Group made 
the decision after with¬ 
drawing funding due 
to ‘Government pres¬ 
sures’. The group has 
solely funded the cen¬ 
tre after Walsall Coun¬ 
cil stopped financial 
support two years ago. 
It is not yet known 
if there will be any job losses. Maxine Espley, 
executive director of health, social care and 
support for the Accord Group, said: “It is with 
great regret that we have to close Apna Ghar 
Day Centre. 

“However, self-funded for the last two years 
following the withdrawal of Walsall Council 
funding it has become clear, with new govern¬ 
ment pressures on housing associations, that the 
service is no longer financially viable. 



Alternative 


“We have met with customers and their fami¬ 
lies and are working with the council to help find 
alternative day care provision in the area. We 
are also working with staff to find alternative 
roles within the wider Accord Group.” 

Pardeep Kairo, 34, a college lecturer from 
Pleck, has started a petition calling on bosses to 
reconsider the decision or find a way to keep the 
Apna Ghar day centre open. 

So far he has collected nearly 300 signatures 
in person and online. He said: “The centre pro¬ 
vides such a valuable and crucial service to el¬ 
derly and vulnerable people in Walsall. We are 
supposed to be dealing with an increasingly 
elderly population in Walsall and taking away 
facilities like this is only going to cause damage.” 

After taking control of the day centre two 
years ago, Accord Housing group funded a 
£750,000 revamp of the site, which was trans¬ 
formed with the installation of new central heat¬ 
ing and hot water systems, as well as a dining 
room with internet access. 


HUNDREDS TURN OUT TO REMEMBER THE FALLEN

HUNDREDS gathered in Walsall to pay trib¬ 
ute to members of the Armed Forces killed 
in conflict. Families from across the borough 
crowded around the cenotaph in Bradford 
Place as civic dignitaries led the Remembrance 
Sunday proceedings. 

These included a parade and a guard of hon¬ 
our for the mayoral party formed by Walsall 
Sea Cadets. There were poignant moments 
too as hymns and the national anthem were 
sang with pride, the Last Post was played and 
a two-minute silence observed. 

Members of the Mercian Regiment were led 
by their mascot, Lance Corporal Derby XXIX, 
a pedigree Swaledale ram. 

Mike Bird, the leader of Walsall Council, 
said: “It was probably the most well-attended 
event ever. We were very lucky to have the 
Chief Constable Chris Sims attend as well as 


the deputy Police and Crime Commissioner 
Yvonne Mosquito and of course Walsall MP 
Valerie Vaz. 

“In all my time going to the Remembrance 
Service this is without a doubt the best at¬ 
tended one I have been to.” 

Before the main service took place respects 
were paid to John Henry Carless, with descend¬ 
ants of the hero accompanied by the Mayor of 
Walsall, Councillor Angela Underhill. 

Born in Walsall, the Ordinary Seaman was 
posthumously awarded the Victoria Cross 
“for most conspicuous bravery and devotion 
to duty” after battling on despite being mor¬ 
tally wounded. Other services took place in 
Streetly, Aldridge, Willenhall, Short Heath, 
Bloxwich, Darlaston, Brownhills, Pelsall and 
Walsall Wood.

Grass cutting set 
to be less frequent 

STREET cleaning and grass cutting across 
Walsall will be cut back under plans by the 
borough council to save £375,000. 

The proposals, which form part of a plan 
by the council to cut £25 million from its 
budget in 2016/17, would involve axing 
15 environmental operative roles, which 
the authority expects to manage through 
vacant posts. The council wants to reduce 
the frequency of its summer highway verge 
grass cutting service. Instead of every fort¬ 
night to three weeks, the grass would be 
cut every three to four weeks.

Fitness fanatics try 
out new equipment 

FITNESS fanatics turned out to try the 
new equipment at Wednesbury Leisure 
Centre as the £8 million facility opened 
its doors to the public for the first time. 

Members of the public had not been 
able to use the facilities until this week. 

The centre’s sports hall will be 
named after Joel Richards, the 19-year- 
old from Wednesbury, one of the vic¬ 
tims of the Tunisian terror attack. 

An official ceremony to mark the 
naming of the hall takes place on De¬ 
cember 9.

Housing on way at 
primary school site 

THE site of a former primary school in 
Walsall will be developed with almost 50 
homes after plans were approved. 

The former Clothier Street Primary 
School, in Harry Perks Street, will make 
way for 48 homes. The plans submitted by 
Walsall Housing Group and Galliford Try 
Partnerships were given the green light by 
the borough council on Friday. The school 
site was made vacant in 2007, with the 
building demolished not long after. 

The plans will see 30 two-bedroom 
homes, 13 three-bedroom homes and five 
one-bedroom flats built on site, with 72 car 
parking spaces provided.

MOTORISTS have been blocking roads 
and parking up in front of residents’ 
driveways near a restaurant in Great 
Barr, prompting calls for action. 

People claim the issue over outside 
Badshah Palace, on the A34 Walsall 
Road, is ‘escalating out of control’. 

Councillors say they are aware of the 
issues and will look at measures such as 
painting double yellow lines outside the 
venue, at the former Clifton Bingo Hall. 

Residents living near the Tower Hill 
site said they have been plagued with 
parking problems since the hall opened 


a year ago. It is claimed visitors often 
blocking the entrance to the West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service hub and to the 
Co-op store. They say it is difficult to 
park near their homes and sometimes 
they cannot get on to their driveways. 

In May motorists had been caught on 
camera parking across the entrance to 
Tower Hill ambulance station, blocking 
in emergency vehicles. Perry Barr ward 
councillor Jon Hunt said: “There are a 
lot of issues around managing events 
at the new Tower Hill venue but key 
points raised were that fireworks at 


the premises are illegal and dangerous 
and should be reported immediately. It 
is important residents report and note 
specific incidents. We are looking to 
have traffic officers covering the area on 
a daily basis to put a stop to the issues 
of parking and traffic congestion.” 

Mohammed Mamunur Rashid, man¬ 
aging director of Badshah Palace, said 
they had encountered more problems 
in the first 12 months of opening than 
they had anticipated, but were trying to 
work with residents and the ambulance 
station to resolve the issues. 


Cuts to see council let 
go of leisure centres 


LEISURE centres in Walsall will 
be taken out of the hands of the 
borough council in a planned 
move, bosses say will save the 
council £500,000. 

Walsall Council also says the move 
to transfer management of the centres 
to a third party trust would secure the 
future of two swimming baths in the 
borough. 

The authority says it is not suitable to 
run the leisure facilities, which bosses want 
to see supporting themselves at no cost by 
2018. The trust, which would be formed for 
the role, would run Gala Baths, Darlaston 
Swimming Pool, plus the new centres being 
built in Bloxwich and Walsall Wood. 

A report on the council’s cost-cutting 
budget plans has revealed that income gen¬ 
erated from the new leisure centres could 
subsidise the running of Darlaston Swim¬ 
ming Pool and the Gala Baths, helping to 
secure their future. The plans would also 
involve transferring 125 council staff to the 
new organisation. 

Proposals 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said: 
“You can create an arm’s length organisa¬ 
tion and you can put leisure facilities into 
that trust. This is just something we are 
looking at. There are benefits from a tax 
point of view. The trust means they don’t 
have to pay business rates.” 

The report into the budget proposals 
states the move could save the authority 
£522,195 in 2017/18. 

It said: “As a discretionary service the 
council has set an aspiration that the lei¬ 
sure centres should operate at no cost to 
the council by 2018. It is anticipated that 
the new Bloxwich and Oak Park Active 
Living Centres will meet this target. It is 
unlikely Darlaston Swimming Pool and the 
Gala Baths will be able to do so unless al¬ 
ternative delivery proposals are considered. 

“Reducing government grants to local 
authorities has led the cabinet office to pro¬ 
mote alternative service delivery models to 
generate income to protect services, allow¬ 
ing the facilities to compete and encourage 
greater commercialism and efficiency.” 

The new Bloxwich and Oak Park Active 
Living Centres which are currently being 
built are due to open next summer. 


Councillors call for road revamp

THERE were calls this week, to 
improve part of the Black Coun¬ 
try New Road used by thousands 
of drivers each day in Moxley. 

Darlaston South councillors 
Paul and Chris Bott have raised 
concerns about the road, say¬ 
ing the carriageway has deteri¬ 
orated and desperately needs to 
be resurfaced. They have also 
called for better road markings, 
traffic-calming measures and a 
clean-up of road signs and litter. 

It comes after 31-year-old Dean 
Strong died after his car plunged 
into Walsall Canal, along a section 
of the route near Aldi last month. 
Two passers-by pulled Mr Strong 
out of the water after his vehicle 


ploughed into the canal on Octo¬ 
ber 8. His car had gone around 
32ft down an embankment. 

Councillor Chris Bott said she 
has been campaigning for road im¬ 
provements for more than a year. 

She said: “For the last 18 
months we have campaigned 
about the state of this road. We 
have met with a manager from 
clean and green on site. All what 
gets done is cosmetic. 

“Road signage is covered by veg¬ 
etation, anti-glare barriers have 
been missed for a long period of 
time on the Holyhead Road. We 
call on the council to resurface 
all the Black Country New Road, 
with better road markings and 


better speed restrictions on both 
side of this road. 

“Myself and Paul would like to 
send our condolences to the fam¬ 
ily of Dean Strong. This probably 
wouldn’t have prevented this ac¬ 
cident but these issues need ad¬ 
dressing.” 

Walsall Council was unavailable 
for comment. 

Assistant coroner Rally Cheema 
opened his inquest at Smethwick 
Council House and gave his pre¬ 
liminary cause of death as hypoxic 
brain injury and submersion in 
water. A full inquest into the 
circumstances surrounding Mr 
Strong’s death is due to be held 
on Monday. 


Borough's 
CAB under 
threat after 
cuts mooted 

THE future of Walsall’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau is under threat as part of coun¬ 
cil plans to axe its funding to save more 
than £480,000. 

Walsall Council is planning to set up a 
charitable trust offering welfare support 
and advice and cut its funding to the 
town’s Citizens Advice Bureau (CAB) 
altogether over the next two years. 

The plans aim to save the authority 
£487,920 but a report into the council’s 
budget cutting proposals states that if a 
new trust is not established, residents 
will have ‘substantially reduced’ support 
in future years. 

The CAB, which is used by more than 
100 people a day, provides welfare ben¬ 
efits advice and helps people with debt, 
housing, employment and immigration 
issues. Bosses say the service dealt with 
more than 50,000 issues from 44,000 
people in 2014-2015 and they fear the 
council’s plans could leave thousands of 
people with nowhere to turn for help. 

They have now launched a campaign 
to try to safeguard its funding from Wal¬ 
sall Council. CAB’s chief executive Carl 
Rice said: “Everyone who supports Citi¬ 
zens Advice should be deeply concerned 
by the proposal to stop funding Walsall 
CAB. We want to be there for all who 
need us, but without core funding from 
the council, we won’t be able to attract 
additional money.” 

Savings would be delivered by the re¬ 
moval of grant funding to the CAB over 
two years and internal staffing savings, 
with plans to cut 18 posts within the 
council by 2020. 

Industrial site 
set for homes 

AN industrial site empty for more than 
five years will be transformed after 
planning chiefs gave the go-ahead for 
warehouses be built at the site. 

The development is planned for the 
old Ductile Wesson site in Moxley where 
the previous foundry shut in 2009, clos¬ 
ing the door on 200 years of history. 

British Airways Pension Trustees Ltd 
is poised to breathe new life into the site 
after plans were lodged with Walsall 
Council to build two warehouses, offices, 
car parking and service yards at the site 
in Bull Lane. 

Darlaston South Councillor Doug 
James said: “We have heard a great deal 
of talk about when and, how this famous 
site was to be brought back into use.” 

It comes after around 150 people lost 
their jobs when the foundry shut down. 

Charity auction to 
be held at church 

A CHARITY auction is to be held in 
Cannock to raise funds for the Multiple

The Name You CAN Trust 
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Gun deaths 
total 28 for 
region over 
last 10 years 

TWENTY-EIGHT people have mur¬ 
dered at the hands of gunmen in the 
West Midlands in the past 10 years. 

The figures were released under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Last year, there was not a single 
gun murder. But just last week a man 
died after a shooting in Birmingham. 

The years 2005 and 2008 were the 
worst, with six recorded murders in 
each year. In 2006, 2009 and 2010 
there were three, while there were 
two each in 2011 and 2013 and one 
each in 2007 and 2012. 

The figures come in the wake of 
a shooting in Birmingham which 
claimed the life of a man just last 
week. It took place in Soho Hill, 
Hockley in the early hours of Friday 
morning. A 25-year-old man died and 
a second man has been left in a crit¬ 
ical condition in hospital. A 27-year- 
old man was arrested in Walsall in 
connection with the shooting and 
has been bailed with strict conditions 
pending further investigation. 

West Midlands Police said: “Our ab¬ 
solute priority is to keep people safe 
and reduce the overall harm of gun 
crime on the communities of the West 
Midlands. 

“We have dedicated units tackling 
gangs and gun crime. On a daily basis 
they disrupt criminal networks across 
the region and step in before disputes 
have the opportunity to escalate into 
murders or serious criminality. 

“We also work alongside charities 
and victims of gun crime to de-glam- 
orise gang culture and the use of 
weapons.” 


Social fears on 
cuts to libraries 

CUTS to libraries in Walsall could 
have long term social effects for the 
borough, according to a councillor. 

Beechdale, Blakenall, New Inven¬ 
tion, Pleck, Rushall and South Walsall 
libraries are to close under cost-cut- 
ting plans by Walsall Council. 

Funding cuts are also planned for 
the borough’s youth clubs. The coun¬ 
cil is looking to save £25 million. 

But Councillor Tina Jukes, who 
represents the Birchills Leamore area, 
said her ward will be particularly af¬ 
fected by the cuts. She said: “I do 
wonder what is going to happen to the 
kids who use these facilities if these 
cuts go ahead. They are the adults of 
tomorrow and they will be forced to 
spend their youth walking the streets 
with nothing to do.” 

Forest centre 
all set to swing 

WALSALL Jazz Orchestra will per¬ 
form at the town’s Forest Arts Centre 
later this month. 

The show will take place on Novem¬ 
ber 16 at 8pm. Tickets cost £4 and are 
available on the door. 


Older mothers crisis for midwives 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


RECORD numbers of births to older mothers are 
putting maternity units under pressure - with the 
NHS short of around 2,600 midwives. 

The number of babies born in England and Wales 
to women in their thirties and forties was up 6,859 
in 2014. 

And that figure is on the rise in the West Mid¬ 
lands too, raising fears that hospitals that are al¬ 
ready under pressure will struggle to cope. 

In Sandwell the number rose by four per cent, 
compared to three per cent in Dudley and Wolver¬ 
hampton, two per cent in Walsall and three per cent 
in Staffordshire. 

Nationally, births to women in their early thirties 
(30-34) have been above 200,000 in each year since 


2010 - a level not seen since at least the 1930s. 

In every year since 2006, more than 110,000 ba¬ 
bies have been born to women in their late thirties 
(35-39). This is a level of births not seen since just 
after the Second World War, and four times the 
level of the late 1970s. 

For women in their 40s, births have been above 
29,000 for four years in a row. These are again num¬ 
bers not seen since the years after the Second World 
War. 

With 661,496 babies born in England last year, 
almost 100,000 higher than in 2001, the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Midwives said the NHS is short of around 
2,600 midwives, made worse by the ageing of the 
midwifery workforce. 


The number of midwives in England aged 50 or 
over has doubled from 4,057 in 2001 to 8,169 in 
2014. 

Last year is believed to be the first year on record 
when the NHS employed more than 1,000 midwives 
in their 60s. 

The number aged 65 or over rose from just eight 
in 2001 to 177 last year, the RCM said. 

RCM chief executive, Cathy Warwick, said: “All 
women deserve the very best care, regardless of the 
age at which they give birth. Women have every 
right to give birth later in life, and we support that. 
But typically, older women will require more care 
during pregnancy, and that means more midwives 
are needed.” 


Pensioner kicks off over 
ground’s fire nightmare 

WHILE a good school, railway station 
and park is in the minds of people look¬ 
ing for a new home - a football ground 
is a place most want to avoid. 

Why? Ask pensioner Mary Galt. She has 
faced years of smashed windows and play¬ 
ers clambering over her fence before, most 
recently, a 20ft high fire which melted her 
home’s guttering and window frames. 

The 76-year-old lives next to Darlaston Town 
Football Club’s old ground and claims to have been 
subjected to years of misery. Her home, in Rectory 
Avenue, backs onto the City Ground. 

Her latest nightmare came when the ground’s 
main stand went up in flames in a suspected arson 
attack that left her fearing for her life. 

The heat from the blaze damaged the window 
frames and guttering on the five bedroom semi-de¬ 
tached house she has lived in for 43 years. 

According to Mrs Galt, she has never received 
a penny of compensation or offered any assis¬ 
tance with repairs that have run into thousands 
of pounds over the years. “It’s been an absolute 
nightmare for years and this latest fire is the worst 
thing to happen so far,” the mother-of-four said. “It 
takes me a good five minutes to get down the stairs 
and I was scared for my life when I saw the size of 
the flames. Parts of the guttering has melted away. 

Foundations 


“It’s yet more damage that I will have to pay to 
get repaired.” Mrs Galt said that a ‘catalogue of 
disasters’ involving the ground have left her with 
mammoth repair bills. The foundations in the al¬ 
leyway next to her home have been wrecked by 
water cascading down from the stand’s roof, which 
used to slope down towards her property. It also 
destroyed the floor of her shed and toilet. 

She said there have been ‘numerous occasions’ 
where footballs have smashed through windows, 
including one incident where a ball went straight 
through leaded lights and destroyed a picture 
frame hanging on her landing wall. 

“I’ve never had one shred of help from the coun¬ 
cil or the football club,” Mrs Galt said. 

“After the fire last week some workers came 
around and put up 8ft x 4ft wooden boards on the 
back of the stand. It looks a right old mess.” 

Darlaston Town played at the ground until the 
original club folded in 2013, at which point Walsall 
Council took over the running of the site. Fans set 
up a new club, called Darlaston Town (1874), two 
years ago which plays at Bentley Leisure Pavilion. 

No-one from Walsall Council was available to 
comment.

Call for crackdown on rogue landlords 


A WALSALL councillor has 
called on the local authority to 
get tough on rogue landlords. 

Councillor Doug James, who 
represents Darlaston South, said 
he is concerned about the short¬ 
age of affordable housing in Dar¬ 
laston and Moxley. He said he 
fears that ‘unscrupulous opera¬ 
tors’ may be taking advantage of 
tenants in the area as a result. 

“Across the country there are 


hundreds of concerns regarding 
health and safety breaches, fi¬ 
nancial scams, illegal evictions, 
overcrowding and harassment 
from residents in the private 
rental sector that require 
stronger action,” Mr James said. 

“Unscrupulous operators are 
attracted to take advantage of 
local people’s extreme despera¬ 
tion for housing. Walsall Coun¬ 
cil is required to enforce Health 


& Safety standards in private 
rented houses. Renters don’t al¬ 
ways know this and, the council 
hasn’t the resources to cope with 
the increase in the private sector 
housing stock. 

“It is time to get tough on 
rogue landlords as complaints 
soar across Walsall and The 
Black Country. We need action 
and, fewer ‘trips round the Wre- 
kin’ by hard pressed staff.”

Wimpey will go towards the cost of 
pitch rental at Willenhall Town’s new 
home in Queen Street, Bilston, being 
shared with league rivals Bilston 
Town. Simon Hall, chairman of the 
club, said: “We’re extremely grateful 
to Taylor Wimpey for their support.” 

Hundreds back 
library protest 

A PETITION launched recently in 
a bid to save New Invention Library 
from closing has already gathered 
around 300 signatures. 

The library, in Lichfield Road, is one 
of around half a dozen earmarked to 
close as part of plans Walsall Coun¬ 
cil to save £25 million in its 2016/17 
budget. 

Beechdale, Blakenall, New Inven¬ 
tion, Pleck, Rushall and South Walsall 
libraries are at risk of closure as part 
of the new raft of planned cuts. 

The petitions have been placed in 
shops in the community. 

Youngsters get

Quarter earn below living wage 


MORE than a quarter of workers in 
the Black Country and Staffordshire 
earn below the living wage, new fig¬ 
ures show. 

The voluntary living wage, as pro¬ 
moted by the Living Wage Founda¬ 
tion campaign group, has increased 
by 40p per hour to £8.25 per hour. 

More than 2,000 accredited em¬ 
ployers have agreed to pay it, includ¬ 
ing Lloyds Banking Group, Barclays, 


Unilever and Richer Sounds. The 
figure is higher than the current na¬ 
tional minimum wage of £6.70, and 
the Government’s pending National 
Living Wage for those aged 25 and 
over of £7.20 per hour that is due to 
start next April. 

But although the increase means 
a pay rise for staff working at em¬ 
ployers signed up to the living wage, 
across the Black Country and Staf¬ 


fordshire 167,000 workers earn less 
than the old rate of £7.85 per hour. 

Figures from the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics show that in South 
Staffordshire almost one in three jobs 
pay less than the rate. In Sandwell, 
36,000 workers pick up less than 
£7.85 an hour, equating to 29.5 per 
cent per cent of the total workforce. 

Walsall has 25,000 employees 
earning less than the old rate (28.1 


per cent) while in Dudley the same 
can be said of 28,000 staff (26.6 per 
cent). In Wolverhampton, a quarter 
of employees earn less than £7.85 per 
hour, representing 23,000 jobs. 

Ravi Subramanian, Regional 
Secretary for Unison in the West 
Midlands, said: “There has been an 
increase in the number of employers 
who are paying the living wage and 
this has to be welcomed.” 


Error on names led to 
ex-MEP funeral blunder 


A SPELLING mistake was among a string of errors 
that led to the wrong body being cremated of West 
Midlands MEP Philip Bradbourn at Bushbury Cre¬ 
matorium, a report reveals. 

The 63-year-old died on December 20 last year at Good 
Hope Hospital in Sutton Coldfield following a battle with 
cancer. His funeral took place at in January. However, the 
man who was cremated was Philip Bradburn, who had died 


at Birmingham’s Queen Eliza 

Staff at Good Hope’s mortu¬ 
ary repeatedly failed to carry 
out accurate identity checks 
on the two bodies, the Heart of 
England NHS Trust said in the 
new report, with written records 
either not completed, incomplete 
or inaccurately doctored, leading 
to confusion. Bosses at the trust 
have apologised for the gaffe, 
which they have attributed to a 
‘complex and multifactorial’ set 
of circumstances. 

Failings 

The report revealed a series 
of failings on the part of two fu¬ 
neral directors and Good Hope. 
It says that as Good Hope’s mor¬ 
tuary was nearing capacity, staff 
requested four bodies - including 
Mr Bradbourn’s - to be moved 
to Central England Co-operative 
Funeralcare in Lichfield. 

The names of those to be 
moved were given over the 
phone but not followed up with 
an email listing personal details, 
the report said. The funeral 
home collected Mr Bradbourn’s 
body but sent it back to Good 
Hope four days later after his 
family requested to change to a 
cremation. On the same day, Mr 
Bradburn’s body - which had 
been wrongly identified as Mr 
Bradbourn’s - was sent back to 


eth Hospital on December 24.

the hospital over concerns it had 
been at the funeral directors for 
too long. 

When it got to Good Hope 
from the funeral directors, the 
name ‘Bradbourn’ had been 
scrawled onto the accompany¬ 
ing paperwork, over-writing Mr 
Bradburn’s name. On examin¬ 
ing the paperwork, two doctors 
signed off the cremation for Mr 
Bradbourn - but the body of Mr 
Bradburn was released. Dr An¬ 
drew Catto, of Heart of England 
NHS Foundation Trust, said a 
‘rare and complex set of circum¬ 
stances’ had led up to the blun¬ 
der. He said: “We are very sorry 
that this incredibly distressing 
situation has happened.” 

A spokesman for Central Eng¬ 
land Co-operative said: “Our 
priority has been to work closely 
with all concerned so that we 
can learn from this unfortunate 
incident.” 

A second funeral for Mr Brad¬ 
bourn took place at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s St Peter’s Collegiate 
Church, in February. Mr Brad¬ 
bourn was born and raised in 
Tipton and was a parliamentary 
candidate for Wolverhampton 
South East in the 1992 election.

Borough’s 
ccse results 
among the 
UK's worst 

SECONDARY schools in Sandwell 
are among the worst performing in 
the country when it comes to pupils 
gaining decent GCSE results, figures 
have shown. 

Provisional figures from the De¬ 
partment for Education (DfE) put 
Sandwell in 145th place out of 152 
local authorities for pupils achieving 
five or more GCSEs at grades A*-C in¬ 
cluding English and maths, with only 

46.1 per cent of youngsters achieving 
the benchmark in the 2015 exams. 

Despite an improvement on last 
year’s results Wolverhampton came 
137th in the country, with 48.6 per 
cent of pupils gaining the required 
grades, up 2.2 per cent from last year. 

The national average is 52.8 per 
cent. The two areas are among the 20 
lowest performing local authorities in 
the country that Education Secretary 
Nicky Morgan has vowed to target. 

Sandwell Council has described the 
results as ‘worrying’, while education 
bosses in Wolverhampton vowed to 
continue to work closely with schools. 
Dudley saw 52.4 per cent of pupils 
achieving the benchmark, down from 
53.3 per cent last year, while in Wal¬ 
sall the figure was up 1.5 per cent to 

50.2 per cent. 

In Staffordshire 55.3 per cent of 
youngsters gained five or more GCSEs 
at A*-C, up from 54.9 per cent in 2014. 

The results are usually released in 
January but have been issued three 
months early this year with the aim of 
giving parents up-to-date information 
before submitting application forms 
for secondary school places. 

Challenges for

MORE than 1,500 individually knit¬ 
ted poppies have added a splash of 
vibrant red to the memorial clock 
in Pelsall. The stunning display was 
organised by Councillor Garry Perry 
as part of the village’s Remembrance 
Day events. 

The idea to decorate the landmark 
with the woollen flowers was only con¬ 
jured up in September when around 
40 keen knitters got straight to work, 
with many creating more than 100 
poppies each. 

Councillor Perry said he was over¬ 
whelmed to see his vision come alive. 


“I honestly didn’t know how big this 
would turn out to be,” he said. “It has 
captured the imagination of people of 
all ages and it really is amazing. It is 
quite emotional to see it finished.” 

He added: “We wanted to do some¬ 
thing positive and imaginative so 
we got to work with individuals and 
community groups and even held a 
big knit event for everyone to get to¬ 
gether. The knit-a-poppy appeal has 
really gathered momentum and we 
were inundated.” 

Councillor Perry said the best part 
of the community project was listen¬ 


ing to the stories behind the people 
who took part. 

He said: “Some of the memories of 
those knitting were just incredible, es¬ 
pecially to hear their personal stories 
about family members who fought 
and why they felt it so important to 
get involved.” 

The poppies which cover the clock, 
are made in various sizes and designs 
and the display took around three 
hours to finish. Councillor Perry said: 
“We chose the clock as it is a key fea¬ 
ture of the village and we wanted to 
make a really visual display.” 


Flooding alerts scheme 
is set up for hotspots 


A MAJOR scheme to install cam¬ 
eras to warn residents at flooding 
hotspots near homes has been ex¬ 
tended to benefit householders in 
Darlaston and Willenhall. 

Campaigners living in Halesowen were 
among those to suffer problems after Illey 
Brook flooded seven years ago. 

CCTV cameras and hi-tech sensors were 
positioned at Illey Brook by the Environment 
Agency last year to monitor water levels and 
alert residents at risk of flooding through an 
automated phone call. 

People can follow the camera observations 
on Twitter by viewing photos and alerts. Now, 
there are cameras at seven sites throughout 
the West Midlands, including in Willenhall and 
Darlaston. 

The hi-tech flood warning cameras have now 
been installed to monitor Darlaston Brook, in 
Darlaston, and Tame Tunnel in the West Acre 
area of Willenhall. Alert systems are also in 
place for Dawley Brook, in Kingswinford, and 
Mousesweet Brook at Mushroom Green, near 
Netherton. 

Alerted 

The camera system, which is entirely solar 
powered, will monitor seven watercourses 
across the county to help make sure that local 
residents are alerted if their properties are at 
risk of flooding. 

Residents who sign up to the Environment 
Agency’s flood warning service will receive an 
automated call, and those who follow the cam¬ 
era via twitter will receive alerts and photos 
when the water levels rise significantly. 

Darlaston South Councillor Paul Bott has 
welcomed the scheme. 

He said: “Anything that helps to prevent 
flooding has to be a good thing. People who 
have had their homes flooded in the past some¬ 
times have trouble getting insurance on their 
properties again.” 

Environment Agency project manager Jamie 
Sarginson said there was a history of severe 
flooding in places such as Illey Brook when 46 
properties flooded in 2008. 

He added: “Since then the Environment 
Agency has been working closely with partners 
and communities to investigate ways to make 
them more flood resilient - and this new cam¬ 
era goes a long way to achieving that goal. The 
cameras have a high water sensor which will 
enable us to alert residents as river levels rise.”

PEOPLE who know me will tell you I am 
seldom lost for words. But even I am 
struggling to comprehend the thinking 
of our public servants when it comes the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Take, for example, Keith Ireland, the 
managing director of Wolverhampton 
Council. He says the questions people 
are asking under the Act are not what 
it was originally intended for, and come 
mainly from people looking to ‘make trou¬ 
ble’ for the council. 

Sorry about that old boy. And I think 
I know the type of questions he means. 
Like “how much money do councils 
spend on consultants and agency staff 
when reducing library hours?” Or “How 
many times do they use anti-terror leg¬ 
islation to snoop on people suspected of 
not picking up dog poo?” 

Of course the great and the good don’t 
want us pesky troublemakers asking 
questions like that. Much better we stick 
to nice questions, such as “why are you 
so jolly good at everything?’,” and “can 
we have a few more parking restrictions, 
please?” 

Problem is, these are not the burning 
questions on everybody’s lips, and that’s 
not quite how democracy works. The idea 
is the public asks whatever questions it 
wants to about how our money is spent, 
and the public servants duly oblige. It’s 
why they are called public servants. 

And here’s a good question, which no¬ 
body seems to have asked yet. 

“Why did it take an Act of Parliament to 
make councils answer simple questions 
from the people they are paid to serve?” 
No rush, an answer within 20 working 
days will be fine.

NOW I’ll square with you. When the 
World Health Organisation last week 
branded processed meats ‘carcinogen¬ 
ic’, and said fresh red meat ‘probably 
caused cancer’, I was worried. 

I really wished I liked lettuce, salad, and 
the occasional oily fish, but the fact is I 
really can’t bring myself to eat the stuff. 
To me, a meal is not a meal unless it has 
at least some beef, pork or lamb with it. 

And I’m pretty partial to pork scratch- 
ings as well. Yet, according to the bof¬ 
fins, eating this sort of thing daily leads 
to an 18 per cent increase in the chanc¬ 
es of getting cancer. Which makes my 
diet sound about as healthy as driving a 
Volkswagen. 

I’ve since read that the risk is not quite 
as great as it sounds. A squeaky clean 
lettuce muncher typically has a six per 
cent chance of developing bowel cancer, 
while a red-blooded carnivore will proba¬ 
bly have a seven per cent likelihood. 

It probably is wise for us all to keep 
an eye on our meat consumption, and it 
surely is a good idea to discourage chil¬ 
dren from picking up bad habits. Even so, 
I don’t think I will panic just yet.

LISA O’BRIEN looks at the 
amazing world of cake sculp¬ 
ture which has seen many local 
talents on show at the NEC 


AMAZING lifelike cake creations 
inspired by the Rocky Horror Show, 
Jurassic Park and a royal toddler 
have been sculpted by star bakers 
across the West Midlands. 

The life-sized replica of two-year-old 
Prince George is the latest cake creation 
of amateur baker extraordinaire Lara 
Mason, from Brownhills. 

Her new creation has been exhibited at 
Cake International in Birmingham and the 
29-year-old was due to find out if she had been 
awarded a top prize. 

Her 90cm tall creation, which was entered 
into the large decorative exhibit category, was 
the result of 30 hours of hard work over the 
space of a fortnight. It contains Madeira cake, 
icing and chocolate and is able to stand tall 
with an inner structure of wood and rods. 

Determined 

She has already won silver and gold prizes 
at previous shows for her life-like models of 
Tyrion, a character in the hit TV series Game 
of Thrones, Katniss, from the blockbuster film 
The Hunger Games and Captain Jack Spar¬ 
row, from Pirates of the Caribbean. 

But Mrs Mason, who makes her creations 
from her home in Hussey Road, was deter¬ 
mined to top her efforts this year. 

She said: “I had to top my life-size Jack 
Sparrow and Jennifer Lawrence cakes from 
the last two years. 

“The judges last year said they wanted to 
see something a bit smaller so I thought what 
could I do. Prince George is instantly recognis¬ 
able and he’s very cute, so that helped. 

“He’s got an inner structure of rods and 
wood. He’s covered in cling film, Madeira cake, 
icing and chocolate. I never expect a prize. I 
like doing something that surprises people so 
if I get a prize, it’s an extra bonus.”

Meanwhile, a giant dinosaur cake has also 
been baked by Rose Macefield, who runs Rose 
Marie’s Cakes & Sugarcraft shop in Coseley, to 
exhibit at the same NEC event. 

Ms Macefield, of Bilston, baked the T-Rex 
cake based on hit film Jurassic Park. 

As well as exhibiting, she was also judging 
competitors cakes over the weekend. 

She said: “I started making cakes about 
eight years ago now. I wanted to make a cake 
for my son’s christening and after that people 
started asking for cakes and I got hooked on 
it. I went to college and then starting entering 
into competitions. I don’t compete anymore 
but I am a judge. I just love sculpting.” 

Asked about the t-rex cake, Ms Macefield 
added: “It’s taken probably about three hun¬ 
dred hours over about four months to make. 
The planning and preparation was a mam¬ 
moth task in itself. 


“It’s all well and good having an idea but 
you need to make it work. Obviously I won’t 
get a prize for it but I am hoping that people 
be impressed with my work as I did it to show 
people what I could do with sculpting. I’m not 
sure what will happen with it after the show. I 
would want to get more out of it but I am not 
having it in my garage. I am hoping someone 
will take it on to display it.” 

As well as judging and exhibiting, Ms 
Macefield was also taking pre-orders for her 
book - Sensational Sculpting Cakes. 

She said: “The book is great for up and 
coming cake makers. It teaches people how 
to sculpt cakes and also gives them the confi¬ 
dence they will need to do it. 

“There are nine cakes in the book and it 
shows people step by step in great detail how 
to recreate these cakes.” 

Juliet Schofield from Edna and Ethel’s Cake 


House in Lye has invented an epic Rocky Hor¬ 
ror-themed creation. 

She said the event had given cake makers 
a chance to show off their skills and was ‘fan¬ 
tastic’. 

She added: “It’s been brilliant, the whole 
set-up is great. Everybody has done a fantastic 
job. It’s been nice to hear everybody walking 
past saying ‘wow’.” 

Mrs Schofield, 51, runs the shop in Lye High 
Street with her friend Sarah Hill. 

Her cake was based on Rocky Horror char¬ 
acters Brad and Janet while Sarah designed a 
Frank n Furter-themed bodice. 

“I’m a fan of Rocky Horror. 

“The cakes are more like works of art - they 
take weeks of art to complete. 

“I think people might not realise how many 
hours of work go into these - you’ve got to love 
it, and it’s got to be your passion.”

We start with the predict¬ 
able collapse of two much-vaunted 
projects. 

The Vue cinema is a goner. OK, 
cinema habits have changed since the 
days when there were two cinemas 
within three minutes’ walk of the 
abandoned site - the posh Savoy and 
the fleapit Classic. 


Disappointing, but probably a sound 
commercial decision. Then the council 
announces that it is withdrawing sup¬ 
port for the ‘Five Ws’ metro line. 

This comes after years in which 
bridges over the trackbed had been 
maintained, and a new bridge had 
even been built to accommodate the 
proposed line at the former power sta¬ 
tion site. Instead, the council has the 
bright idea of reviving railway pas¬ 
senger services with stations at ‘Dar- 
laston’ - actually industrial wasteland 
at James Bridge - and Willenhall.Any 
ideas about passenger numbers and 
service frequency necessary to make 
such a service viable? The only sensi¬ 
ble light rail route between Walsall and 
Wolverhampton would closely follow 
the old trolleybus route (modern bus 
529). My home town can’t claim to be 


a great ‘city of culture’. In a town in¬ 
cluding the constituency with the sec¬ 
ond-lowest proportion of graduates in 
the country, the council wants to cut 
the hours of the art gallery and close 
several libraries. 

I became an enthusiastic reader 60 
years ago in the kids’ section of Blox- 
wich library. Now our philistine coun¬ 
cil wants to cut access to great art and 
to close libraries - especially in parts of 
the town in which homes are unlikely 
to be filled with books. 

This town needs a council with vi¬ 
sion. 

Oh, well, time to go out. I’ll just have 
to be careful not to break my ankle in 
one of the potholes Walsall can’t afford 
to repair.

Clearing up myths 
over fox hunting 

AS the traditional fox hunting season gets under way, it’s 
time to clear up a few myths about foxes and fox hunting. 

It’s been 10 years since hunting with dogs for sport was 
banned. It’s a popular law among country dwellers and 
townsfolk alike, with eight out of 10 people keen for it to 
remain in place. It’s also very successful, with the highest 
number and percentage of convictions of any wildlife ani¬ 
mal welfare law in the UK and even better, has successfully 
reduced animal cruelty. 

Yet still hunt supporters will cry foul play and claim fox 
hunting is necessary for wildlife management. But a world 
expert on foxes reveals that hunting is an unnecessary ac¬ 
tivity as foxes are not the pests that hunts like to claim. 

A new report from Professor Stephen Harris from the 
University of Bristol shows that hunting does not reduce 
fox populations and killing foxes can in fact increase their 
numbers in a given area as more turn to up to compete for 
the vacant territory. He also shows that fox predation does 
not have a significant impact on farmers. In fact, farmers 
can benefit because of the number of rabbits taken by foxes.

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Anti-lslamic posters 
pensioner avoids jail

BT b-rings in total of £466m 


A PENSIONER who put up a 
series of anti-lslamic posters 
near a mosque in Walsall has 
avoided a jail sentence. 

Francesco Riccobono displayed 
the posters over a three-day peri¬ 
od in the Wednesbury Road area, 
near the Aisha Mosque, which 
featured images and messages 
mocking the Islam faith. 

The inflammatory material caused 
alarm and distress among the Mus¬ 
lim community, Walsall Magistrates’ 
Court heard. 

Riccobono, of Sherridan Close, 
Pleck, was caught in the act on July 3, 
when police officers spotted him trying 
to put up another of his posters. 

The 68-year-old fled but was caught 
with a ripped-up poster at his feet and 
in possession of Pritt Stick glue. 

He complained to police that there 
was ‘no freedom of speech’ when he 
was arrested. He was handed a 12- 
week prison sentence, suspended for 
12 months, for the hate crime. Mrs 
Maggie Meakin, prosecuting, said: 
“Over a period of 72 hours posters 
were repeatedly put up. The defendant 
ran from the scene and was arrested.” 

Candid 

Riccobono at first denied any knowl¬ 
edge of the posters and ran from the 
police because he ‘didn’t like them’. 

Mr Mandeep Bassi, defending, 
said: “He has been very candid and 
expressed opinions that other people 
might not express. It is a free coun¬ 
try, we live in a democratic society. 
We don’t live in North Korea where 
thoughts are controlled by the Govern¬ 
ment. He makes it clear he has no ha¬ 
tred for Muslims and he makes it clear 
the incident occurred after he was 
subjected to abuse for his views. He 
has gone about things the wrong way. 
Until last year he had never been in 
trouble. Things have happened in his 
mind that have affected him - some¬ 
thing has clearly gone wrong.” 

Riccobono pleaded guilty to racially/ 
religiously aggravated intentional har¬ 
assment. He was also ordered to pay 
£510 in court costs and £50 in compen¬ 
sation.

Leader’s fury at asylum 
seeker ’unfair burden' 

ONE in three of all asylum seek¬ 
ers nationally are being sent to 
live in the West Midlands, it was 
claimed today. 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, chair¬ 
man of the West Midlands Strategic 
Migration Partnership, said the region 
was ‘shouldering an unfair burden’. 

Councillor Lawrence, who is also the 
leader of Wolverhampton council, said he 
had raised concerns with the Home Office 
and controversial security firm G4S which 
has a multi-million pound contract to house 
asylum seekers. 

He said: “I’m seeking an early meeting 
with the minister to set out our concerns 
about getting the best possible outcome for 
these very vulnerable people and to ensure 
a fairer solution for already ‘under the cosh’ 
local authorities in the West Midlands. 

“We believe that around one-third of all 
claimants nationally are being accommo¬ 
dated in the West Midlands. 

Unfair 

“I am asking the Home Office to look 
again at the number of local authorities 
that asylum seekers are currently dispersed 
to. A small number are shouldering an un¬ 
fair burden, including ourselves.” 

Councillor Mike Bird, meanwhile, leader 
of Walsall Council, said: “It is not right that 
the Black Country and other parts of the 
West Midlands are housing more asylum 
seekers than other areas. We have a long 
waiting lists for housing as it is. If there are 
too many asylum seekers in some areas it 
leads to communities feeling intimidated 
and can cause tensions.” 

The Home Office won’t disclose current 
numbers of asylum seekers or the locations 
of accommodation for their ‘protection and 
privacy’. But the latest official figures from 
September show the number of asylum 
seekers in Sandwell was 695, in Wolver¬ 
hampton it was 645, Walsall was 234, and 
Dudley was 226. In Birmingham there were 
1,400 asylum seekers.

A WOMAN was taken to hospi¬ 
tal following a two-car smash in 
Walsall.

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Fire Service said: “Two cars were in 
collision at the junction of Stafford 
Road and Turnberry Road. We were 
called at about 5.40pm. 

“Nobody was trapped. Three 
adults and two children had exited 
the vehicles by the time firefighters 
had arrived. The crews from Blox¬ 
wich and Walsall made the scene 
safe. The recovery of the vehicles 
was arranged by the owners. 

“A 25-year-old was taken to Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital.”

IT was a huge blaze that engulfed a 
historic Black Country printing firm 
and took 50 firefighters several hours 
to control. 

The William Gibbons site in Plan¬ 
etary Road, Willenhall, went up in 
flames in the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing of November 27 last year, forcing 
the 130-year-old family-owned busi¬ 
ness to close down a section of the site 
for renovation work. One of the com¬ 
pany’s web presses was completely 
destroyed, while the night shift had to 
be evacuated as firefighters battled to 
control the flames. 

In the aftermath of the fire bosses 


at the firm praised the actions of West 
Midlands Fire Service (WMAS), which 
along with the 50-strong crew sent 
eight fire engines and a hydraulic plat¬ 
form to tackle the blaze. The firm was 
so grateful that bosses vowed to raise 
some funds for WMAS. 

This pledge led to web assistant 
Jamie Bird collecting sponsorship cash 
from his colleagues and running the 
London Marathon earlier this year. 
“We wanted to show our gratitude to 
the fire service for their efforts on the 
night of the fire,” said Mr Bird, from 
Wednesfield. One of our managers 
knew I was into running marathons 


and asked me if I could do something 
to help. I was planning to run the Lon¬ 
don Marathon so it seemed a good way 
to raise the money.” 

Fitness fanatic Mr Bird, who has 
run 17 marathons in total this year, 
collected more than £2,000 from col¬ 
leagues at the firm, which employs al¬ 
most 500 staff. The cash was recently 
handed over to Fallings Park station 
commander Elfyn Edwards. 

Mr Bird added: “The actions of the 
fire service on that night saved our 
jobs. If they hadn’t been as quick to 
act as they were then the whole place 
could have come down.”

A SCHOOLBOY was thrown 7ft into the air when he 
was struck by a hit-and-run driver in the Black Country 
- prompting an online appeal shared more than 130,000 
times. Ashley Barrs was walking in Neachells Lane, 
Wednesfield, when he was hit on Wednesday evening. A 
Facebook appeal to trace the driver, posted by his moth¬ 
er, which shows his shocking facial injuries, has now been 
re-posted by thousands. 

The 10-year-old was out with his brother Jaden Keates, 
12, two friends and aunt Hayley Jackson just before 6pm. 

His mother Jane Keates said: “They were walking up to 
a friend’s house and had got a football and they were just 
tapping it to each other on the pavement.

Jacey Campbell of Strongs Memori¬ 
als, which is incorporated into Andrew 
Walsh Funerals, said: “We are pleased 
to be able to announce that she has 
now been cleaned, so that she can once 
more be admired by the community. 

“Moss build-up will always be an 
issue with natural carved granite stone 
but we always endeavour to clean it off 
as often as we can. 

“We hope that nobody has felt she 
has been neglected as we receive only 
positive feedback about her.” 

The granite figure was originally 
carved in India and was the centre¬ 
piece of an exhibition of burial art in 
May 2000. 

But critics took to social media to de¬ 
scribe it as ‘demonic’ and, despite re¬ 


moving the black veneer to give Diana 
a more realistic look, she never found 
a permanent public home. 

A ballot revealed that much of Wal¬ 
sall wanted to see the statue put on 
display at the New Art Gallery, but 
local councillors threw out the bid in 
2001. 

After a string of temporary loca¬ 
tions, the statue found a place outside 
its creators’ shop in Bloxwich, where 
it has stayed ever since, although the 
passage of time has seen it change col¬ 
our from black, to white, to green. 

And while users on Facebook called 
the statue creepy and compared it 
to the Weeping Angels - the spooky 
Doctor Who baddies who disguise 


themselves as sculptures - others are 
interested in seeing it take a more con¬ 
spicuous place in the town. 

Rushall-Shelfield Councillor Rich¬ 
ard Worrall said: “I think it deserves 
prominence somewhere in the bor¬ 
ough, but where it is now is not exactly 
prominent. 

“There was a sort of wave of emo¬ 
tion at the time, but now that’s died 
down, it’s a bit of okay public art and 
we don’t do too well on public art in 
Walsall. I think it deserves display. 

“At the time I did a consultation and 
there as a very sizeable majority who 
wanted it on public display. 

“It’s a waste not to make the most 
of it.”

The modern-looking complex has 
been built on the same site as the old 
tired centre and Wednesbury council¬ 
lor Bob Lloyd said the town finally had 
a leisure centre it could be proud of. 


He said: “I was really impressed and 
so was everyone else who was going 
round. The gym looked great, and the 
dance studio with its multi-coloured 
windows. 

“I actually learned to swim in the 
old leisure centre and from the 70s to 
now, it is vastly different. It really is a 
quality building. This is a focal point 
for the town, and when people talk 
about what makes a good town leisure 
centres are always part of that. Now 
we have this gym, dance studio and 
sports hall it will be great to get people 
in there and moving around.” 


Sandwell Council announced in 
September that the centre would be 
named in honour of Joel Richards, who 
was a football referee and keen sports¬ 
man, following the tragedy in Tunisia 
and Councillor Lloyd said it was a fit¬ 
ting tribute. 

He said: “It is a nice touch for the 
town to remember Joel, he was really 
into his sport. 

Things like leisure centres don’t 
come along every year, they last for 
decades. It is something solid and 
hopefully will act as a reminder for the 
town.”

Centre puts pieces together to

IN the summer of 1947, the Great 
Western Railway Castle Class lo¬ 
comotive Defiant hauled a pas¬ 
senger train from Tettenhall Sta¬ 
tion, crossing the Staffordshire 
and Worcestershire Canal on the 
Warren Truss girder bridge. 

Always known locally as the Mecca¬ 
no Bridge, it was only 400 yards be¬ 
yond the station, with private, work¬ 
ing narrowboats hauling loads on the 
waterway beneath. 

This really was heading towards the end 
of an era, because on January 1, 1948 the 
railways and the waterways were national¬ 
ised. 

It was the end of an era in another 
sense, as the very last flights of any Defi¬ 
ant aircraft, after which the locomotive was 
named, were made at this time from Pen- 
deford airfield, only half a mile away, where 
Boulton Paul still used one of two for devel¬ 
opment work. 


MEMORY LANE

The Tettenhall Transport Heritage Cen¬ 
tre - based near the canal at the Smestow 
Valley local nature reserve - discovered that 
a marvellous painting depicting the historic 
scene, painted by local artist, Barry Free¬ 
man had been made into a 1000 piece jigsaw 
puzzle. 

Immediately they secured a stock for sale 
in their shop, ready for Christmas, and to 
publicise it’s existence to locals who know 
the Meccano bridge so well. The Meccano 
Bridge now carries the Smestow Valley foot/ 
cycle path across the canal. 

It was built a hundred years ago to carry 
what was built as the Wolverhampton to 
Bridgnorth Railway, though the branch 
from Wombourne to Bridgnorth was never 
actually completed. 

The next bridge over the canal to the East 
was built, along with the canal, in 1772, to 


carry the London to Holyhead Road, and 
alongside that, as at most canal/road junc¬ 
tions in the town, there was a coal yard, on 
the site of the current MS Centre. 

Right next to the 1772 bridge is the New 
Bridge, carrying Thomas Telford’s road 
below The Rock. 

However the bridge carrying the road 
now, is not Telford’s bridge, which gave the 
area its name, because that was knocked 
down in 1930, along with the Newbridge 
pub which was built on the end of it, and 
was replaced with the bridge we have 
today, a new Newbridge pub being built 
over the road. 

A little nearer the Rock yet another 
bridge carries the Tettenhall road over 
the old railway line as well, and yet such is 
the design of the main road, many people 
driving along it each day would struggle to 
realise what a cluster of bridges there are. 

The Heritage Centre, at Tettenhall Sta¬ 
tion is open every Sunday, and makes a 
perfect place to explore these local history 
gems.

‘AT the going down of the sun, and 
in the morning, we will remember 
them.’ 

The most poignant words on the most 
sombre day in Walsall’s calendar echoed 
around the town centre as hundreds at¬ 
tended this year’s Remembrance Sunday 
service. 

The event started with a procession to the 
cenotaph in Bradford Place before those present 
sang hymns accompanied by The Staffordshire 
Band and Members of the Credo Singers. Then 
The Last Post was sounded followed by a rifle 


salute by members of the Mercian Regiment to 
mark the beginning and the end of the two-min¬ 
ute silence. Rev Mark Kinder gave the blessing 
and the National Anthem was sang. 

Mike Bird, the leader of Walsall Council, 
said: “I tend not to get too emotional but as we 
were walking back from the cenotaph the public 
started applauding and that was very emotional. 

“It was great to see so many young people 
there as well.” 

Before the parade got underway the Mayor of 
Walsall, Councillor Angela Underhill, accompa¬ 
nied descendants of John Henry Car less to place 
a wreath on the Carless memorial, Lichfield 


Street. Born in the town, Carless was awarded 
the Victoria Cross in the First World War for 
“bravery and devotion to duty” which resulted 
in his death. 

On November 17,1917, at the Second Battle of 
Heligoland Bight, off the German coast, he was 
serving on HMS Caledon. 

The citation issued when he was posthumously 
awarded the Victoria Cross read: “For most con¬ 
spicuous bravery and devotion to duty. Although 
mortally wounded in the abdomen, he still went 
on serving the gun at which he was acting as 
rammer, lifting a projectile and helping to clear 
away the other casualties.”

Firefighters in 
action threat 
over jobs axe 

WEST Midlands firefighters are threatening industrial action over 
plans to axe up to 300 posts, union bosses have warned. 

The Fire Brigades Union (FBU) says proposed cuts to staffing levels would 
force West Midlands Fire Service (WMFS) to rely on the ‘pure goodwill’ of fire¬ 
fighters to work non-obligatory overtime shifts. It comes after the national¬ 
ly-agreed overtime rate that firefighters are paid of ‘time and a half has been 
replaced with a flat rate, making overtime shifts less attractive according to the 
FBU. Union bosses say the move has increased the likelihood of staff shortages 

during some shifts. 

As a result, they claim 
that this puts public safety 
at risk. 

FBU bosses say they 
are currently trialling new 
staffing arrangements 
which they insist will have 
no impact on their ability to 
respond to emergency calls. 

WMAS is facing £14 mil¬ 
lion worth of funding cuts 
from 2016-19. 

Steve Price-Hunt, secre¬ 
tary of the FBU in the West 
Midlands, said: “Industrial 
action is always a last re¬ 
sort and we hope it doesn’t 
have to come to that. But we 
cannot just let these danger¬ 
ous cuts that could put fire 
engines out of action go 
through. 

“I became a firefighter to 
serve the public and protect 
people from harm. 

Endanger 

“That’s the case for every 
firefighter serving in the 
West Midlands and the rest 
of the UK. We cannot just 
stand by and watch plans be 
implemented that we know 
will endanger the public.” 

West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice has said the 300 fire¬ 
fighting posts earmarked to 
go will come from ‘natural 
wastage’, meaning firefight¬ 
ers who retire or leave the 
job will not be replaced. 

Mr Price-Hunt added: 
“Our concern here is all 
about the safety of the pub¬ 
lic and the safety of fire¬ 
fighters responding to those 
emergencies. 

“These proposals leave 
firefighters without proper 
shift systems. 

“Managers are danger¬ 
ously gambling on the good¬ 
will of firefighters to fully 
staff the service. 

“We hope managers at the 
fire service will now begin to 
re-evaluate these ill-thought 
out plans.”

Man is cut free from crashed car 
after it careers off motorway 


A MAN had to be cut free from his car af¬ 
ter it after it crashed down an embankment 
and hit two trees off the M5 in the Black 
Country. The motorist, believed to be in his 
50s, was trapped for around 45 minutes be¬ 
fore being freed through the roof of his car 
by firefighters. 

Emergency services were called to the 
northbound carriage of the M5, just past 
junction one for West Bromwich at 7.30am 
last Monday. The car left the carriageway 
and ended up 6ft down an embankment on 
the side of the motorway. Fire crews from 
Oldbury and Smethwick and one ambu¬ 
lance from West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice attended the scene. 

A paramedic area support officer and 


specialist paramedics who deal with dif¬ 
ficult rescue bids also attended the scene. 
No other cars were involved in the incident. 
Fire services were present until 9am. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Jamie Arrowsmith, said: “Crews 
arrived to find a car that had travelled down 
the embankment at the side of the motor¬ 
way and the driver trapped inside. 

“Ambulance crews assessed the man be¬ 
fore working closely with the fire service 
to free him, ensuring he was kept as still 
as possible at all times. He was treated for 
neck, shoulder and wrist injuries, immobi¬ 
lised with the use of a neck collar and spinal 
board and transported to Sandwell Hospital 
for further assessment.”

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Don’t go visiting if 
ill, warns council 


COUNCILLORS in Wolverhampton have warned people 
not to visit public places if they have suffered stomach 
upsets or flu-like symptoms in the previous four days. 

The advice is designed to help avoid the spread of the 
winter vomiting bug or norovirus. The bug is highly con¬ 
tagious, so infected people should minimise contact with 
other people to prevent its rapid spread. 

Councillor Sandra Samuels, cabinet member for public 
health and wellbeing, said: “Norovirus is highly conta¬ 
gious and can spread rapidly anywhere that people are 
gathered, such as schools or offices, especially during 
colder months. So it is very important that people think 
carefully about going into work or school, or visiting 
public places like hospitals, if they or anyone in their 
family has had even mild symptoms of stomach upset 
which could potentially be caused by norovirus.” 

People with norovirus usually recover without treat¬ 
ment in between 24 and 72 hours. Doctors advise those 
displaying symptoms not to visit their GP, but to rest at 
home and take plenty of non-caffeinated drinks to avoid 
dehydration.

Father, 92, 
died after 
emergency 
stop by bus 

A 92-YEAR-OLD bus passenger died of in¬ 
juries suffered when the vehicle made an 
emergency stop due to children running in 
the road, an inquest heard. 

The son of Joseph James Stockton said the par¬ 
ents of the children were ‘ultimately responsible’ 
for his father’s death. 

Mr Stockton, a great-grandfather who trained as a 
bomber pilot in the Second 
World War, was on the bus 
travelling along Sutton 
Way, Telford, on September 
3 when he stood up ready 
for the next stop. 

At that moment three 
children ran up to the road. 

One remained on the pave¬ 
ment but two ran into the 
road, one stopping halfway 
and the other into the path 
of the bus, causing it to 
make an emergency stop. 

As a result of the braking, 

Mr Stockton lost his footing, 
causing the serious head 
and neck injuries that led to 
his death two days later at 
the Royal Stoke University 
Hospital. 

Irresponsible 

An inquest held by Shrop¬ 
shire Coroner John Ellery 
at Wellington Civic Centre 
recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. 

Following the hearing, 
his son Michael, 63, said 
the parents of the children 
involved should have taken 
more responsibility to en¬ 
sure the children did not 
put themselves, or others, 
in harm’s way. 

Mr Stockton, who lives in 
Wolverhampton, said: “His 
life would have continued 
for many more years if it 
had not been cut short by 
the irresponsible actions of 
those children, who forced 
the bus driver to brake sud¬ 
denly, causing our father to 
fall. 

“The parents of these 
children are ultimately re¬ 
sponsible for our father’s 
tragic, untimely, violent 
death, and all of his family 
and friends agree that social 
services need to take a hard

like with all of them. We 
know this will not change 
events but surely the par¬ 
ents have a duty of care to 
ensure their children are 
at all times supervised and 
looked after, to make sure 
they do not put either their 
own or other people’s lives 
in danger. I’m not saying 
they meant to cause harm 
but as a result, we have lost 
our father.” 

His father was born and 
raised in Wolverhampton 
but moved to Telford 30 
years ago.

Father-daughter time is out of 
this world in super sci-fi hotel 


A FAMILY holiday by the sea - a 
typical British summer pastime. 
But a mini break with dad when 
you’re in your late 40s and he’s 
late 60s? 

My father and I can argue until blue in 
the face - but a love of sunshine, good food, 
a bit of architecture, and quite a lot of alco¬ 
hol, I’ve sort of inherited from him. 

Barcelona it is then. Dad declares it one 
of his favourite cities and has been there 
many times. 

We’re staying at Barcelo Sants - a glass 
box of a hotel, a 20 minute train hop from 
the city’s El Prat airport. The huge hotel 
is perched on top of the city’s main rail¬ 
way station in the Sants district, a couple 
of miles from the historic centre, but sur¬ 
rounded by an abundance of shops and 
tavernas. The entrance to the recently-re-

furbished Barcelo Sants is out of this world. 
Welcome aboard the ‘space hotel’ with its 
curved automatic glass doors, a circular 
internet hub, and giant images from sci-fi 
films high up beyond a wide staircase and 
gravity-defying mezzanine floor to the Or¬ 
bital rooms and suites. 

Our lovely twin room on the seventh floor 
overlooks the bustling district below. The 
restaurant too has a science theme, divided 
into three areas, the Oxygen buffet, the 
a-la-carte Hydrogen and chilled-out Nitro¬ 
gen cafe. 

Dad and I have booked three nights in 
sci-fi splendour, but head out into the warm 
July evening, exploring Sants. We chance 
upon the best paella we’ve ever tasted and 
guzzle sangria, before heading back to the 
hotel’s Orbital bar, followed by some seri¬ 


ous cyber sleep. Our two full days in heat- 
wave-hit Barcelona consist of exploring the 
sights, both on foot and on the fantastic 
Barcelona Bus Turistic. These sightseeing 
buses cover three routes, including the 
city’s architecture-packed centre, taking 
in Antoni Gaudi’s organic-style modernism 
masterpieces including Casa Mila and the 
still-unfinished Sagrada Familia. 

One bus takes us on a route unfamiliar 
even to dad. It’s a delightful ascent along 
cool winding streets to the Sants Montjuic 
district where stops along the way give 
panoramic views of the city below, includ¬ 
ing its centrepiece - the famous tree-lined 
La Rambla, and the imposing mountains 
beyond. Parts of Sants Montjuic were cre¬ 
ated for the city’s hosting of the Olympics 
in 1992. The stadiums, tracks and pools are 
still in use, guarded over by a sinuous futur¬ 
istic 136m telecommunications tower. The 


bus continues on down to the port where 
the blue Med glistens and pristine cruise 
ships wait in the harbour. 

Dad and I have booked a little boat trip 
to escape the searing heat. The sightseeing 
bus stops near the small harbour of Port 
Olimpic where we meet David, our skip¬ 
per for a couple of hours. Our vessel is a 
simple sailboat which holds no more than 
six people and the three of us have it all to 
ourselves. We head out to sea for about half 
a mile while David gives us a potted history 
of the city and of himself. 

I get to swim, and dad gets to be captain 
before David serves up olives and Cava in 
between steering us back to port. 

We crammed quite a lot into two days. 
We didn’t get to visit all that Barcelona is 
famous for, but our galactic hotel, mini off¬ 
shore adventure and that father-daughter 
time made sure it was truly memorable.

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Stability a key to success

Three wheels on my wagon . . . and I’m roll¬ 
ing along quite happily, thank you. 

Piaggio’s MP3, a range of three-wheeled scooters 
with 300 or 500cc four-stroke engines, attracts many 
a curious glance because it is an unusual sight on 
our roads. 

Perhaps that’s because we’re not so scooter-orientated 
here as our cousins on the continent, where they make up 
quite a proportion of city traffic.In fact, it’s Europe’s biggest 
seller. 

Why? Well for a start it can be ridden on a standard car 
licence, because it falls in the same class as a Reliant Rob¬ 
in, and for those coming from the world of four wheelers 
it’s rather less daunting that an ordinary, 13in wheel two¬ 
wheeled scooter because of its inherent stability. 

It’s also cheap enough to run (80mpg plus and £38 a 
year VED) and, crucially, it’s narrow enough to filter through 
traffic jams like a conventional bike, unlike some of the 
more familiar trikes with two wheels at the rear. 

Then there’s that very clever tilting front end developed 
by Piaggio which has a number of dynamic advantages. 

The MP3 feels more stable over bumpy roads than a two¬ 
wheeled scooter, and corners like a conventional bike - ca¬ 
pable of some pretty extreme lean angles limited mainly by 
the risk of grounding the centre stand’s foot lever. 

It looks strange if you’re watching someone else tackling 
a bend, but perfectly natural if you’re in the saddle. 

Meanwhile the steering/suspension system ensures 
both front wheels stay in contact with the road. That, by its 
nature, means additional grip which also comes into play 
when you’re braking, and the MP3 has discs on all three 
wheels so braking is sure and stable. 

Just as the MP3 was the first three-wheeled scooter, 
these new models are the first to come with anti-lock brakes 
and traction control which prevent the single, powered rear 
wheel from slipping in the wet. The new disc brakes are 
bigger, too, for a little extra stopping power. 

The 300 has a conventional ‘twist and go’ transmission 


with centrifugal clutch and continuously variable transmis¬ 
sion which does dampen its acceleration performance a lit¬ 
tle but makes urban riding effortless. But on the open road 
it will reach 70mph in short order and sit there quite happily 
on a dual carriageway. 

The four-stroke engine turns out 23.1 bhp and 24.3Nm of 
torque and is liquid cooled: the machine itself is so quiet 
you can hear the hum of the cooling fan if you’re stuck in 
slow traffic. 

The extra stability provided by the third wheel was, for 
me, particularly welcome at slow speeds around town 
which is where this MP3 is expected to spend much of its 
life. Clue - its called the ‘Yourban’. 

Balanced 

The twin suspension can be locked into the upright po¬ 
sition by means of a switch on the right handlebar. This 
means the MP3 can be parked without using the centre 
stand, and it has a handbrake too. I did use the stand, 
though (I always prefer the belt and braces approach) es¬ 
pecially as the machine is surprising well balanced so only 
requires a little foot pressure on the stand lever. 

Some riders use the same system at traffic lights and 
junctions so they don’t have to put a foot down (the lock 
is automatically released as you open the throttle to move 
off). However the subconscious side of my brain which is 
conditioned to riding two-wheelers proved difficult to over¬ 
come on relatively short acquaintance with the MP3. 

Regular scooter riders will appreciate the weather pro¬ 
tection afforded by the tall front shield, and on top of that 
there’s a new height-adjustable windshield. 

The seat is sumptuous and beautifully shaped for com¬ 
fort for both the rider and pillion passenger. Underneath, 
there’s a 50 litre ‘boot’ capable of taking two full-face hel¬ 
mets, and it’s even equipped with a light and 12-volt power 
socket. One of the optional extras is a dedicated multime¬ 
dia system which allows you to link a smartphone to the 
Piaggio’s electronics, to provide comprehensive trip infor¬ 
mation as well as a satnav system. 

The MP3 also has a pull-out bag hook, plus a draw with 
USB connection designed for keeping your phone charged, 

There are two versions of the Yourban, the ‘Business’ and 


the test bike, the ‘Sport’ which appeared well put together 
and trimmed with chrome and high gloss black plastic. 

Bigger five-spoke alloy wheels (up from 12 to 13in) and 
LED daytime running lights are part of the complete cos¬ 
metic redesign for the new models, as are the new han¬ 
dlebars and the full set of modern electronic instruments: 
speedo, rev counter, clock and trip computer and, usefully, 
an ice alarm. 

Also new are the anti-impact pads in front of the rider’s 
knees, plus a parcel holder and grab handles for the pillion 
rider at the rear, 

At £6,134 for the 300cc Yourban, the MP3 isn’t cheap 
compared to some rival commuter transport such as, for 
example, a 250cc bike or more conventional maxi scooter. 


But, when it invented those clever forks and suspension 
of the tilting front end, Piaggio created a whole new market 
sector. These new models go further along that road, with 
the addition of disc brakes, traction control and ABS, plus 
decent luggage capacity and comprehensive instruments. 

I’m not sure about experienced bikers, but the highest 
card in its winning hand is its confidence-inspiring extra 
stability and ease of use over conventional rivals. This has 
clearly proved to be the deciding factor for the 150,000 
Europeans - the majority probably car drivers - who have 
switched to a cheaper, quicker form of commuter transport. 

It’s as different to a conventional bike as it is to a car, but 
for non-riders contemplating buying one I’d advise a few 
hours passing your CBT would be well spent.

The £15,395 Mazda2 Sport Black 
is based on the standard 1.5-litre pet¬ 
rol version of the car, but with special 
paintwork and trim, plus a range of op¬ 
tions for further personalisation. 

Based on the top specification SE-L Nav 
version, the new models get stand-out front 
and side skirts, plus a roof spoiler in ‘brilliant 
black’ to contrast with the ‘soul red’ metal¬ 
lic or ‘snowflake white’ pearlescent paint 
schemes.

The Sport Black gets a chromed exhaust 
tailpipe trim, gunmetal alloy wheels, rear 
privacy glass, rear parking sensors and au¬ 
tomatic headlights and wipers. There are 
also optional decal graphics and contrasting 
door mirror colours. 

The special edition is designed to broaden 
the appeal of the Mazda2, which has already 
won a number of awards - including ‘car of 
the year’ in the influential Car Dealer Power 
awards. 

There are 11 petrol and four diesel vari¬ 
ants in the range at prices from £11,995 to 
£17,995. 

The new Mazda2 was launched earlier this 
year to critical acclaim, because of its equip¬ 
ment, space and driving characteristics. 

It is longer than its predecessor, but with 
shorter overhangs which allowed the engi¬ 
neers to make a significant increase in inte¬ 
rior space.

Well-priced 
and quality 
make SUV 
a great buy

It’s not all that long ago that marques such as 
Kia were seen as the cheap and not always 
necessarily cheerful option - well at least in 
the likes of my generation! 

Now nothing could be further from the truth. Kia 
produces well-built, stylish, reasonably priced ve¬ 
hicles that have one of the best warranty systems 
around. 

Things started to change for the company in the late 1990s 
and began in earnest in 2006 with a design-led revolution 
following the appointment of Peter Schreyer as chief design 
officer. That was the start of Phase I of Kia’s move away from 
being primarily focused on value. And now we are in Phase 
II which is seeing Kia match and surpass not only customer 
expectations but also the world’s best car marques for engi¬ 
neering, technology, refinement and quality. 

One car that has gone through these changes is the Kia 
Sorento which first appeared in 2002 as the brand’s first full- 
size SUV. Now in its third generation, the 4x4 is bigger and 
better than ever before - as I found out in a week-long road 
test in which I really put it through its paces. 

The entry level at £28,795 comes loaded with standard 
kit although there’s only one engine to choose from, and all 
cars come with standard four-wheel drive with manual and 
automatic gearboxes options. 

The 2.2-litre version of Kia’s R-family turbodiesel engine, 
which meets EU6 emissions requirements, has plenty of pull 
with 197bhp and can get from 0 to 60mph in nine seconds 
with a top speed possible of 124mph. On motorway driving 
it cruises very comfortably at 70mph with the reassurance 
of being aware it has that bit of ‘extra’ if you need to get 
out of any trouble. And although it’s a far-sized car, it copes 
well with winding rural and pot-holed covered roads. By the 
way, those are the conditions of the majority of my 25-mile 
commute to the office each day. 

Anticipates 

Sorento features the Dynamax all-wheel-drive system first 
seen in Kia’s Sportage. This is an intelligent, electronically 
controlled all-wheel-drive system which continuously mon¬ 
itors driving conditions and anticipates when all-wheel drive 
will be needed, rather than simply reacting to changing con¬ 
ditions. Normally it delivers 100 per cent of engine torque to 
the front wheels, but the torque can be redistributed up to 
a maximum of 60:40 front-to-rear to enhance cornering sta¬ 
bility or if road conditions deteriorate. For off-road driving, 
owners can manually select lock mode, which gives a 50:50 
torque split at speeds of up to 25mph. In the Sorento it is 
paired with Advanced Traction Cornering Control (ATCC). 

There are four trim levels, badged KX-1, KX-2, KX-3 and 
KX-4. Depending on model, buyers have the choice of six- 
speed manual or automatic transmission. 

All four trim grades have seven seats, now with a 40:20:40 
split in the middle row and a 50:50 split in the rear. The third 
row of seats fold flush into the boot floor, while the second 
row also folds flat by pulling a handle in the boot and can 
slide back and forth to accommodate larger passengers in 
the third row. And it really is easy to fold and move those 
seats. I loaded my Sorento with friends to gauge the comfort 
level and even those in the very back said the ride was good 
and they didn’t feel packed in like sardines. Equally I did a 
trip to a DIY store (not one of my favourite places), put the 
seats down and found it to be a very good load lugger. 

Depending on model, the Sorento features a number of 
highly advanced new safety and convenience technologies 
including adaptive smart cruise control to maintain a gap 
to the vehicle ahead, speed limit information, around-view 
monitoring, cross traffic alert to prevent the owner from 
backing out of a parking space into the path of an approach¬ 
ing vehicle, a smart park assist system, lane departure warn¬ 
ing with blind spot detection and self-dimming adaptive 
front lighting.

It was the year the Beatles performed the first 
stadium concert in the history of music, while 
cartoon heroes Tom and Jerry and the pup- 
pet-tastic Thunderbirds first aired on TV.
